Whzsbbas, on the 33rd day of FebrHary, 1887, the 
institution established in Serampore, Bengal, and 
known as the Serampore College, wise incorporated by 
Royal Charter granted by his late Danish Majesty, 
Ktng Frederick the Sixth, with the powers and privi¬ 
leges m the said Royal Charter set forth, including 
the powei of conferring upon the students of the said 
College degrees of rank and honour according to their 
proficiency in science, 

And whereas by Article VI of the Treaty of 
Purchase, dated the 22nd Febrnary, 1845, transferring 
Serampore to the British Government, it was pro¬ 
vided that the rights and immunities granted te 
the Serampore College by the sai* Royal Charter, 
as translated and contained m Schedule I to this Act, 
should not be interfered with, but should oonthule in 
force in the same mtinnei as if they had been obtained 
by a Charter from the British Government, subject 
to the general law of British India, 

And whereas Statutes and Regulations for the

defences At 6 30 AM, an attack by the beafortlis and 28th anel 92nd 
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Punjabis was launched south of the Canal '1 his advance was carried oat 
with fine dash and gallantry across 2,000 yards of ground devoid of cover, 
tnd by 7-25 A M the enemy s front line, some 700 yards long, was in onr 
hands Consolidation pi oceeded, and in spite of several counter attacks all 
gams were held Reconnaissances weie made with a view to i fnrthei 
advance, but they indicated that further progress without leorgamaation 
and careful preparation, which would only be possible undei cover of dui£y 
ness, would be needlessly costly It was*de£ided therefore to devote tuc 
remainder of the day and night to establishing ourselves securely and p re pal¬ 
ing for a simultamoua attack on both sides of the Canal to be earned out 
next morning A conuter-ittack by the enemy dnnng yie afternoon was 
dispersed by gnn and nfle fire, and lus artillery wis active through the 
afternoon 

Bjaily on the 22nd our patrols reported that the enemy opposite ocu 
light was begin nuiMk to withdr iw and by 4-4 (AM, the whole of the position 
had been evacuated, and was then occupied by us The natural and artificial 
strength of tlu position now became apparent, and the number of enemy 
dead testified to the tenacity with which it had been held. Our tioops 
moved foiward m pursuit at daybreik and were in contact with the enemy’s 
m un body m the vicinity of Istabulut Police Post by noon, where his defen¬ 
sive system consisted of tU tached groups of trenches partially completed 
The hoat was gtc it ind the attack was postponed till the evening, when the 
assault, aided by conecutrited artilleiy fire, was deliveied in dashing style 
by the Leiccstcrs supported by the 51st Sikhs and 56th Rifles, and the 
clefeuce was c isily pc tie tin. ted The attacking troops pressed on relentlessly 
md lapidly some 1,200 yaids furthci and tlic enemy’s guns were only 
withdrawn jnst in time to ivoidciplnre The Turkji rallied and put m a 
hi iks of countci-itt icks with which our supporting troops dealt but the 
enemy maintained i heavy fin until 8 PJtf when he retreated on Samarrah 
This ittack had been considc l ibly^ tided by aitilleiv fire from i Column 
detached ilong the left bank of the Tigris to co-operito Daring the diy a 
regiment of Indian Lancets made i spirited attempt to break through the 
lux of trenches and suppoitid by mtilleiy fire it cipturecl the front 
Turkish trench but its ulvance wis finally checked by fire fiom othi r 
tic nches in re ii Om captures on the 21st and 22nd amounted to 20 oflicets 
mil 607 other i inks tiken prisoners 14 Ktupp guns, 1 a 9 m gnu damaged 
2 m Rhine guns l&i nguics md 240 trucks, 2 baigis, many lifles and much 
immumtion and equipment 

At 10 A M on the 21rd fe imanah Station was secured, the enemy offeung 
no further resistance ind letrcating on Taknl, and on the 24th bftnarrah 
Town, on the left bank, wis occupied aud a post establishecUfchcie

, I hive the honour to furnish, for the Information of His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, the following report on the operations tmdeitakei# 
against the Midisuds during the period March to August 1917 

2 On .46th February, news wus received at Waua that a huge Muhsud 
lashkai was moving against Saiwakai, one of the posts garrisoned ^ the 
South Waimstan Militia The Commandant of the Corps at once stieng- 
thened the garrison, which, by operating outside the post on 2nd Match 
successfully kept the Mahsuds at bay Onathe following ditV, however, 
after inflicting considerable losses an the enemy* it had to withdraw into 
the post, having suffered many casualties* including the loss of its British 
officer, killed 

On learning of this attack, Brigadier-General G M Baldwin, DSO, 
Commanding the Derajat Brigade, ordered the concentration of the Derajat 
Movable Column at Murtaza 
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3 On 4th March, I received orders from the Chief of the General Staff to 
tssuine control of the«perations necessary to deal with the Mahsad outbreak, 
and directed the General Officer Commanding, Deraj at Brigade, to proceed 
at once with the MovableColhmn to Hie relief of ffarwakai 1 also ordered 
the despatth to Tank of thevMk Infantry Brigade, which had already been 
warned to stand ready to support the Movable Column, and of the 23rd 

'Indian Mountain Battery 

4 In accordance with these* ordeis the Derajat Movable Column 
ulvanced up the Gom&l and relieved Satwakai on 9th Maich Some 3,000 to 
4 000 Mahsuds had remained in the vicinity of the post with the appaient 
intention of opposing the column, bat on its apprdhch the lashkar withdrew 
On 10th March General Baldwin, whose colnmn had been augmented by a 
detachment of 250 South Wauustun Militia undei Majoi G E Davis, the 
f’ommandant of the Corps, adPv incod to Barwand, a village in the Sliakur 
Valley, where punitive measures were earned out in face of some opposition 
The column retired to Saiwakai the same day and on the llth proceeded to 
Khajan Kacli, where it lemamed for the rest of the month With the 
exception of an attack on a piquet on the Gwalen Pass, no further hostile 
acts were committed by the Mahsuds during March 

Meanwhile, the 44th Infantry Bugade with the 23rd Indian Mountain 
Battery had been concentrated at lank by llth March and on 12th it 
matched to Jatta, at which place it was well situated to support the Move- 
able Column up the Gomal Valley oi the garrison of Tandola 

5 Representatives of certain sections of the tribe were interviewed 
towards the end of March by Mr J A O Fitzpatuck, t IB, the Political 
Agent, Wana, and, as it appeared that there was little likelihood of further 
trouble orders were issued for the return of the Deiajat Movable Column 
to Tank, wjbuch pltyce was reached on Ird ApnJ, and for the dispersal to their 
stations of the units of the 44th Infantry Brigade 

The hope that the Mahsuds would leman^ qmet was, howevei, quickly 
dis elled, as on 9th April the piqueting troops of a convoy proceeding ovei 
the Gwalen Pass towards Mill Each were attacked Consequently the 
Derajat Moveable Column was directed to proceed again up the Gomal, and 
one section of the 2osd Indian Mountain Battery and the l-4th Gurkha Rifles 
of the 44tli Infantry Bugade weie ordered to return to Tank The Moveable 
Column arrived at Khajun Each on 17th April, and on 2lst, whilst proceed¬ 
ing from Tanai to Wana, it was opposed by a considerable body of tribesmen 
iu the delile near Karabkot The passage of the defile was successfully 
lorced, the casualties suffeied by the column not being heavy, and on 24th 
April the column returned from Wana to Tanai, where it was suitably placed 
to opeiate in the direction of either Sarwakai oi Wana 

b On 1st May, anothei attack was made by a strong party of the enemy 
on a convoy proceeding from Nili Eact^ to Khajun Each The convoy 
escort was taken at a disadvantage and the losses suffeied by it were severe 
On bearing of this attack, Brigadier-General Baldwin at once despatched 500 
nfles fiom Tanai to Sarwakai with a view to intercepting the Mah suds 
returning to their country, and, on the following day, a party of Militia fiom 
Sarwakai, supported by some of the above detachment, succeeded in coming 
up with the laiders and inflicting casualties upon them On 2nd May, 
Brigadier-General Baldwin’s column moved to Khajun Kacli and ainved the

It will be observed that the Mahsnds, in all their attacks on Convoys

7 The, attack made by the enemy on 1st May, combined with the 
increased raiding by bilge gangs into the Derajat district, shewed that the 
Maksuds Wfeie beaming einboldeoed and it became necessary to increase the 
stiength of the garnson of the Derajat Three additional infantry battalions 
which with the l-4th Gurkha Rifles, formed the 43rd Infantry Brigade, Under 
the command of Brigadier-General W M Southey, c M.G, and two sections 
of mountain artillery were therefore ordered to Tank , the 107th Pioneers and 
Np 7 Field Company, Sappers and Miners,-having been previously seat Inter 
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the area W improve rommunicataons On 6tls May, the force in the Derajat 
was constituted the Derajat Field Fusee, and Major-General W G L Bey non, 
CB, GIB.

8 Whilst these reinforcements were moving into the Derajat, an action 
Was fought on 10th May in the viofcnrty M Sarwakai The Officer cornmend¬ 
ing the post. Mayor L P Cblilus,DSO, 1-ithGurkha Bides, bearing that a 
body of the enemy was retiring from the vicinity of Tormandn, moved oat 
daring the night of Hth-lOtb with a force of 450 rifles, comprising l-4th 
Gurkha Rifles, 11th Rajputs, and South Wasiriaian Militia, With the objected 
inteioepting the enemy’s retreat At dawo, the Mahsnds were successfully 
sutpnsed, but large enemy reinforcements arriving, very fierce band to nand

9 Hitherto only certain sections of the Mahsnds hid been hostile and 
it had been hoped that the operations ooakl be confined to those necessary 
for the secunty of the Gonial, and the protection of the Derajat border, It 
was most desirable to avoid, if possible, undertaking offensive opergtions 
daring the hot weather when the climatic conditions m the Derajat are of 
the worst description Also, as soon as the rain# commence, the railway and 
road communications are veiy liable to interruption Tne confluence of the 
hostile sections of the Maksuds in their immunity from punishment had 
however resulted in bringing (ta. other sections of tbe tribe against ns, and, 
on the 19th May, Government sanctioned the taking iff punitive measures, 
with the Khaisara Valley as the objective * 

10 To carry out these offensive operations the force in the Derajat was 
reinforced by the 45tli Infantry Brigade, undei the command of Brigadier- 
General C O Luard, two battalions of t he 44th Infantry Brigade, one section 
No 1 British Mountain Battery, and No 11 Field Company Sappers and 
Miners 

In order to protect the Batinu district, fotrr additional battalions, two of 
which belonged to the 44th Btigale commanded by Brigadm-General

11 Meanwhile, on 16th May, a Mabsud Itshkar , believed to have been 
of a strength of some 2,000 meg, attacked, on the Gwalen Pass, tbe second 
echelon of a convoy proceeding up the Goraal to ration Sarwakai and Wana 
The convoy was unable to get through, and returned to Nili Koch Major 
General Beynon, therefore, directed Brigadier General Southey to match 
fiam Murtazu to Nili Kadi with two liattalions.

12 The accumulation ofcsupplie§ preparatory to csArying out of punitive 
measures in the Khaisara Valley from Wana bad now to be undertaken 
The Gomal river, however, again name down in flood and the disadvantage 
of utilizing, as a line of communication a route traversing the long and 
dangerous defile of the Gomal and liable to be interrupted for long penods # 
by* flpods in the river, made it desirable to consider the possibility of 
utilizing an alternative line into the Khaisara. Major-General Beynon 
therefore, submitted proposals, whieb had my full approval, for operations 
md Jandola and the Sfaahnr Valley, On 28th May, these proposals were 
sanctioned by Government In order to facilitate the passage of Major- 
General Beynon’e main force through the Shabar tangs between Jandola and

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18 Up to the eud ff May no hostile acts had been committed by the 
M ihsnds m the Tochi On Slat, however, Tut Nurai, a small post, garrisoned 
by the Noith Waziristan Militia was captured by a rp.ee the Ioshkar taking 
part being estimated to be some 600 strong Owing to the fire brought to 
beai on the attackers by men hiding the two outlying towers and to the 
fapi^ity with which the local village pursuit parties were turned out by 
Majoi F H Humphrys, the Political Agent, Tochi the enemy were unable 
to damage the post.

15 As Major-General Beynon was now about to proceed in command 

of tins striking foue up the Shahur Valley, it became apparent that he 
would not be in a position effectively to control any opeiations which mignt 
become netessaiy on the 1'ochi side Consequently His Excellency tin 
Comuiandei-m-Cbief decided that the troops in the Bannu and Derajat areas 
should again become separate forces, being designated the North and South 
Wanristan Field Forces, Respectively, undei the general control of the 
Geneial Officer Cofnmandmg Northern Army Orders giving effect to this 
decision were issned on 14th June # 

16 On 13th June authen nt supplies had been collected at Jandola to 
admit of Major-General Beynon advancing up the Shahur Valley Pi tor to

age of the Shahur tangt was unopposed aud the Suwakai column was 
successful lu killing aud captunng a few of the enemy m Kamardan village 

17 On 16th Jane, the 45th Brigade joined the main body of the force 
it Hnidni Kucli The three following dfcys were occupied m carrying out 
punitive measures in the vicinity, m impioving the load through the defile 
aud in reconnoitnng the loube to Bnrwand Reports were now received 
that the Mahsuds intended strongly to oppose the furthei advance of Major- 
General Beynon's foice and, on 19th Tune, when the force moved to Bur- 
wand, (onsideruble opposition was met with. Daring tho whole of the 
ensuing night several hfindred of the enemy made determined efforts to 
capture a piquet of tlfe 51th Sikhs (F F) under*the command of an Indian 
officer 1 Ins piqnet, although sustaining heavy losses, was succesRfifl in 
mam taming its position Major General Beynon describes the defence as a 
most gallant one, which not only woithily upheld the fine traditions of the 
battalion and of the Punjab Fiontier Force, but, as was admitted by the 
Mahsuds at the final jttg i, contributed iu no small measure to inspiring the 
tube with tespec t for His Majesty's troops and a general desite for peace 

^Jn 2Uth, for reasons of water-supply, the force moved forward a short 
distance to fsjiana Raghz i The enemy made a determined attempt to cheok 
the advance, but the 43rd Biigade overcame the opposUlou, the work of the 
]-25th London Regiment aud the l-4th Gurkha Rifles being specially 
noticeable * ■» 

On 21wt Majoi-General Beynon ordered the 45th Brigade to destroy the 
village of Naim at the head of the Splttoi Valley, whilst the 43rd Biigade 
dealt with the settlements in the vicinity of Ispana Raglrat The enemy 
had evidently determined to make a stand on this oooasion, and aeroplanes 
reported consideiable bodies of the enemy on tbo ridge, dividing the Spiitoi 
and Shahur valleys thraagh winch ian the pass to Nonu The 45th Brigade 
attacked the pass with great spirit and dash, the 2-6th Sussex Regiment 
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moving against the pass itself whilst the 2-let (King George’s Own) Gurkha 
Rifles, and the Miihmdradal Regiment, Nepalese contingent, seized the 
heights to the sontb and north of the pass, respectively The enemy was 
driven off, Nanu village destroyed and the retirement of the troops to camp 
effected with only slight molestation Major-General Beynon brings to 
notice the most creditable manner m which the Mahmdradal Regiment 
carried the heights forming its objective* and also the valuable work
